exchang e. Money is g enerally, thoug h not nec­ 
essarily, the legal satisfaction of deferred 
p a y­ 
ments. In earlier civilizations monev was the 
p rincip al, if not the only medium of exchang e. 
Today, excep t in minor retail transactions, it 
is rarely used for such p urp ose at all. Credit 
in some form has disp laced it almost entirely. 
Credit unlike money is not a material thing , 
p ossessing desirable qualities within itself, but 
a reasonable belief on the p art of some indi- 
dividual or society g enerally that the p arty 
p romising to deliver some desirable article or 
service in the future will be able and willing 
to fulfill all oblig ations. 
Credit is no more money because it p erforms 
this one function of money than a yoke of 
ox en drawing a carriag e could fitting ly be 
called a span of horses. Bank credit is a medi­ 
um of exchang e, p robablv the most efficient, 
economical and convenient yet devised by the 
ing enuity of m an; certainly just as efficient 
as either g old of silver and far more conven­ 
ient; but it is not as you say counterfeit money, 
nor something for nothing nor does its use 
unduly increase the p urchasing p ower of the 
community nor to any ap p reciable deg ree, un­ 
der normal conditions, influence p rices. 
Banks do not create credit; thev do not in­ 
crease the quantity of existing credit; they 
merely facilitate the circulation of credit already 
in existence. 
They exchang e their own credit for that 
credit which 
is created by the exchang e of 
serv ices and accommodations, finished or in the 
making. Perhap s it is more accurate to say 
that because of their own credit, which is well 
established, they are able 
to 
g uarantee 
the 
soundness of existing credit, not so well known 
as their own, but just as g ood, and when rules 
of sound, leg itimate banking are followed, al­ 
ways g reater in quantity. 
To illustrate: A has a crop of wheat almost 
ready for market. He needs food and clothing 
now. The wheat is his p urchasing p ower, but 
because not yet mature if he is to acquire what 


working p eop le to live. 
It would seem that the only p eop le who de­ 
sire and are willing to assume such unlimited 
control over the lives of 120.000.000 p eop le is 
an individual who has almost sup erhuman be­ 
lief in his own wisdom. 
I^andon very ap tly summed it up by the fol­ 
lowing p arag rap h: 
“ Now any administration that attemp ts to 
run the daily lives of its p eop le, to make their 
business decisions, to sup ervise their farms, is 
working on the theory that it is far wiser 
than its p eop le. 
But the p resent administration 
g oes beyond this. 
It ap p arently believes that 
with the concentration of p ower in W ashing ­ 
ton came a concentration of intellig ence”. 
It is never the man who has accomp lished 
thing s in his own p rivate life who becomes so 
conceited that he believes so strong ly in himself.

The moment he saw

hop es, until the boy escap ed. 
A n­ 
other p arent insisted up on keep ing 
the house like a mag azine exhibit, 
cushions p lump ed, 
tables just so. 
all set for the camera. 
The child 
had to g o out to sit down. 
Usually 
the 
absence 
of 
other 
young p eop le in the house is to 
blame for the child’s seeking other 
p laces to enjoy his leisure. 
Rut 
there is another, a more funda­ 
m ental reason. 
All children a t the 
ag e of adolescence have the urg e 
to escap e from home and seek a d­ 
venture abroad. 
As wide adven­ 
ture is too much 
for them they 
take it out in 
visiting at some 
neig hbor’s house. 
This p eriod lasts for a sp an of 
years, som etim es long , sometimes 
short, but alw ays it is there. When 
adolescence is about over and m a­ 
turity sets in the children beg in to 
understand the values 
of 
home, 
and while they are still faced away 
from home, as they m ust be to the 
end. they g o there 
g ladly 
when 
they have the chance. Going away 
from home beg ins in early adoles- 
ence, and p arents have to be p re­ 
p ared for it, but it is p ossible, and 
it is better for the child of

hold him in the home for some

cheerful, p leasant, and lig hted with 
the joyful comp anionship of other 
young 
p eop le 
of 17 ’s mood and 
sp irit.

W hen all else fails, 
just try bring ing in another young 
p erson 
to

habitation. 
Jealousy 
will

And the comp anionship of another 
child will often do w hat g row n-up 
influence has failed to do.

worth trying out.
